I know the Patrons of Reſiſtance tell vs, that this 
Obligation indeed does take place, where Sic Velo, Sic Fubeo is a 
Law, and the Magiſtrate's Will the ſole Political Standa d; and 
that, becauſe Religion does not authorize Reſiſtance; but when it 
is once ſtampt a Civil Right, and is interwoven and mixt with the 
Polity of the Nation, we may ſtand up in the Defence of our Legal 
Rights; and by virtue of this, we may reſiſt for our Religion; which 
is a lamentable Miſtake, becauſe the Evangelical Duty Vas direct- 
ed to Perſons that were inveſted with Civil Rights, and ſufferd 
the moſt horrid Rapes and Uſurpations. 
The Imperial Prerogative was bounded by Law, and became 
a Civil Eſtabliſnment, in the Days of Auguſtus, by the concurrent 
Suffrage of the People and Senate; and the Roman Government 
was Civilis non Hrannica dominatio,in the Days of Tertullian; beſides, 
the Roman Subjects were as great Aſſerters of their Liberties, and 
lookt as Big, upon the account of their Privileges, as the Free- 
born People of England.
